During the first week of the past 


fortnight the weather was general 
ly clear with slightly higher tem 
perature prevailing Local rains 
occurred in the Southern and 
Eastern parts of the Province 
High winds were of frequent oc 
currence and some damage result 
ed due to soil drifting. 

On May) 20th a heavy wind 
swept over the central portion o 
the Province particularly from Olds 
to Lacombe and @astward, doing 
damage to crops sown on summer 
fallow. In the Edmonton district 
the wind was followed by rain and 
snow, the greatest snow being re 
ported from the area lying north 
of Edmonton, though not extend 
ing to the Peace River District. A 
large area to the South and Fast 
of this City received a supply of 
much needed moisture, At present 
al] parts of the Province report 


sufficient moisture for immediate 


needs. Frost has done considerable 
damage to trees, shrubs and early 


garden plants but only slight dam 


age to Field Crops. 

All wheat is seeded and 75 per 
cent above ground, Oat seeding is 
complete with the execption of 
oats for green feed, and bariey is 
75 per cent sown. Growth is slow 
but the grain is of good color and 
establishing a good root system, 
The crop has gone in early and 
having = sufficient moisture for 
germination is away to a good 
tart.
